AIRLINE VETERAN PERFORMS MIRACLE 


- George A. Shealy, Atlantan, Flies 
B-29 From Tokyo on Z Engines 


One of Atlanta's oldest pilots—-‘ 
@ veteran of the Doug Davis and 
Beeler Blevins era—has performed 
an aviation miracle in the South 
Pacific by flying a B-29 Superfor- 
tress 1,500 miles on two motors 
after dropping a load of bombs on 
Hirohito’s capital city, Tokyo. 

The pilot is Lt. Col. George A. 
Shealy. of 502 Ontario avenue, 
and the feat was described by 
Brig. Gen. Haywood Hansell Jr., 
also of Allanta, commander of the 
2ist Bomber command, as “the 
seemingly impossible.” 

It was the first mission for Col. 


Shealy and most members of the 
crew. | | 

An Associated Press dispatch | 
yesterday from the 2lst Bomber 
Command headqua*ters on Saipan 
told of the amazing flight of Col. 
Shealy and his gallant crew. Gen. 
Hansell praised .te ship’s person-

Clark To Head 
All Allied 
Armies In Italy 


Alexander Named 


LONDON, Monday, Nov. 27.— 
(UP)—Lt. Gen.’ Mark W. Clark, 
commander of the VU. 'S. Fifth. 
Army, today was appointed co 
mander of all Allied armies in | 
Italy, replacing Gen. Sir Harold 
R. L. G. Alexander, who was pro- |

The command changes were ne- 
cessitated by the death on Novem- 
ber 4 of Field Marshal Sir John 
Dill, head of the British joint staff 
mission in Washington.

Washington to represent Britain in | 
the Allied War Council and to 
serve as Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s personal representative on 
military matters with President 
Roosevelt. 


The changes were announced in 
a joint bulletin issued in Washing: 
ton and London by the President 
and prime minister. 
FIRST MAJOR SWITCH 

The switch was the first major 
one in the’ Mediterranean since 
December, 1943, when Gen. Eisen- 
hower went to Britain to become 
supreme Allied commander in the | 
west and plan the invasion of 
France and was replaced by Wil- 


son. 

The announcement said_ that 
dates and actual transfers of com- 
mands would be regulated in ac- 
cordance with operational and 
other requirements, and that they 
were the result of agreements be- 
tween President Roosevelt and 
Churchill. 

The dapper, mustached Alexan- 
der, leader of the British retreat 
from Burma and last man off the 
beaches at Dunkerque, was pro- 
moted to field marshal as of June 
4 last—the date his Allied armies 
captured Rome. 

Alexander thus became Britain's 
youngest field marshal in a pro- 
motion considered by military men 
as a reward for his efficient con- 
duct of the Italian campaign. 

Clark, who made the famous 
submarine mission to Algeria 
which paved the way for the No- 
vember, Ts invasion of North 
Africa, will have under his com- 
mand in Italy the U. S. Fifth and 
British Eighth Armies now fight- 
ing ‘in. the mountains outside 
Bologna. There was no indication 
who. would replace Clark as com- 
mander of the Fifth Army.

Dental Groups Differ 
On Proposal; Each 
To Explain Stand 


The purchase of two dental mo- 
bile units, which would provide 
care for school-age children in 


Fulton county, may be sanctioned 
by the county board of commis- 
sioners at a meeting December 6, 
after representatives of two dental 
organizations explain their views 
of the program. 

The county commissioners met 
jointly with the county board 
health to discuss the program; but 
delayed final action until : repre- 
sentatives of the Fifth District 
Dental Society and the Atlanta 
Dental Society can present argu- 
ments for and against the plan. 

At the joint meeting, Dr. Robert 
Sandridge, county dentist, said 
that approximately 6,000 children 
under 12 years of age have never 
had dental care, including approxi- 
mately 3,000 whose parents are in 


the lower wage group and are un- |" 


able to afford dental care. 
Commissioner Clarence Duncan, 
who said he was in favor of the 
principle of «he plan, reported op- 
position by some of the members 
‘ Rage Fifth District Dental So- 
c e y. 

In a statement yesterday, he 
Thad Morrison, president of the 
organization said: 

“The records show the Fi‘th 
District Dental Society over 25 
years ago instituted a dental 
health education program in the 
schools of the city of Atlanta, and 
since that time it has been in con- 
stant operation. Not only has it 
been one of education, but during 
that time dental care was given to 
the indigent children of Atlanta 
amounting to hundreds of thou- 


sands of dollars of professional |. 


service. 

“This program is known nation- 
wide and is used as a ‘pattern 
throughout the United States. It is 
one of which the Fifth District 
Dental Society is justly proud. 

“For many years an effort was 
made to extend this health pro- 
gram into the county schools, but 
we were prevented in doing so by 
Mr. Jere Wells, county school su- 
perintendent. It has only been in 
recent years that we were allow- 
ed to carry this program into .the 
county schools. 

“The Fifth District Dental So- 
ciety is intensely interested in den- 
tal health education and in any 
matters pertaining to public health 
and public welfare. In this in- 
stance, we have made no effort to 
stand in the way of progress. We 
take the position that the State 
Health Department has experts on 
dental public health problems. 

“They are willing to advise and 
co-operate, and we feel that we are 


advice to the county commissioners 
and the board of health. It is our 
desire that these authorities, in the 
expenditure of public funds -for 
dental public health measures, do 
so wisely. Our organization stands 
ready and willing to do anything 
to put into operation in the county 
schools a program of dental health 
education and corrective work 
that will result in the improve- 
ment of the health of our chil- 
dren.” 

Dr. Irvin T. Hyatt, president of 
the Atlanta Dental Society, report- 
ed that the members of the organ- 
ization unanimously approved the 
dental mobile units at a meeting 
November 14. 

The reported opposition of the 
Fifth District Society was criti- 
cised, at the health meeting by 
both Dr. Sandridge and Jere 
Wells, superintendent of the coun- 
ty schools. , 

The county health officer, Dr. 
Roy McGee, told the commis- 
sioners that the units would serve 
only those children who are un- 
able to pay for treatment, and 
treatment requirements would be 
similar to the economic standards 
for entrance into Grady hospital.

DEATH BRINGS RELIEF 
Women Face Nazi Rifles 


Minus Show 


at Ravensbruck, Germany, from 


of Emotion 


(This is the final chapter of a young Polish girl’s vivid story 
describing her experiences in the dreaded Nazi concentration camp 


which she managed to escape.) —

DETROIT, Nov. 26.—(INS)—Our days at Ravensbruck concentra- 
tion camp were all very much alike-—except for one day every six 


weeks. 
That was execution day.- ) 


It came on a regular schedule, 
so we always knew when we 
lined up for “appel” that day that 
some of us would be called out 
of ranks and taken off to be shot. 

There was on way of finding 
out in advance who the victims 
were to be. The lists were sent 
up from Berlin. 

Standing in line I would hear 
other women called out one by 
one—10 or 12 of them on each 
execution day—never knowing but 
that my own name might be the) 
next one called. 

The women named would step 
forwardeone pace. There was sel- 
dom any expression of emotion.| 
Those who lived at Ravensbruck | 
did not regard death as much of 
a misfortune. | 

They would be marched off to 
the “office,” then compelled to) 
undress. Their clothing was back) 
in the stock room next day for. 
distribution to new arrivals. 

While we were still standing at 
attention, a short time after the 
women had been called away, we 
would hear rifle shots from the 
corner of the camp that was used 
for executions. 

Later in the day we would see 
smoke rising from a crematorium 
that we had been compelled to 
build. It was similar to the ovens 
in the “murder factory” at Lublin. 

The executions were carried out 
by a special squad of 12 Gestapo 
men, who traveled from camp to 
camp for this purpose. After 
their job was done they would go 
to the camp canteen to drink. 

One of my fellow prisoners who 
worked at the canteen said the 
men* seldom failed to express 
amazement at the way in which 
the Polish girls died—bravely with 
a prayer for Poland on their lips. 

I shall always remember the 
farewell of one of the women, a 
sister-in-law of Polish Gen. Lit- 
winowicz. 

“Don’t worry about us,” she 
said. “We are going to be better 
off now. 

“But in the first parade in lib- 
erated Warsaw, our souls will be 
marching with you in the first 
row.” 

When I first came tc Ravens- 
bruck it was apparent that the 
Nazis were planning it as a per- 
manent institution. 

They put us to work building 
substantial brick buildings. Be- 
fore I left the camp, a great many 
of them had been completed and 
were attractively furnished and 
landscaped. These were for our 
guards and other members of the 
camp staff. 

en there were no bricks to’ 
Ir, or roads to build, the women 
were kept busy unloading coal at 
a rearby ammunition plant. | 

Sometimes there was not even | 
this work for us to do. | 

But the Germans always found | 


| something. 


When they could think of noth- 
ing else, they made us fill wheel- 
barrows with snow and push 
them around the Eg 4 all day— 
not merely walkin, ut trotting 
in our wooden shoes, 

Naturslly few of the women 


could stand this routine for long. 
The turnover was about 200 a 
week out of the 12,000. 

Until the fall of Italy the 
c-uelty of our guards mounted. 

However, with this foreshadow- 
ing of Germany's downfall, there 
was a marked change in their 
attitude. 

Their first reaction was one of 
panic. Some torc identification in- 
signia >ff their uniforms. 

They begen being more consid- 
erate of the prisoners, and tried 


to give the impression that they 


really felt kindly toward us. 
One Nazi woman  guard—a 
dressmaker in civilian /life—told 
some of us that she had secreted 
a stock of dresses in the base- 
ment of our barrachs and would 


‘aid us in escaping if the oppor- 


tunity presented itself. 

Until I managed to get away, 
by means which I cannot disclose, 
this opportunity for escape had 
never risen. 

A few tried it, however. 

I saw their bodies, sometimes, 
burned to a crisp by the high 
tension electric wires that sur- 
roundec the camp.

Kenesaw M. Landis anc ‘His Mountain 


Judge Kenesaw M. Landis died Satur- 
day after several years of declining health. 


Called’ to baseball to become its literal 
“czar,” he took over when the very founda- 
tions of the game were shaken by the no- 
torious “Black Sox Scandal” of 1919. In 
this series, played between the Cincinnati 
Reds of the National League and the Chi- 
cago White Sox of the American, the Reds 
won five games to three. The White Sox, 
great favorites to win, later were revealed 
to have had in their lineup men who had 
sold out to gamblers. In the next two 
years other players were discovered to be 
tainted with gambling associations. . 


Judge Landis, who had been a famous 
federal judge, was called in and given to- 


talitarian powers. He cleaned up the game, 
the fans having confidence in him. Babe 
Ruth came along and began hitting home 


‘runs and the fans forgot the Black Sox and 


baseball entéred into its most prosperous 
era. 


Georgia and Judge Landis had a special 
tie. The judge’s father had been a soldier 
with Sherman’s army and learned of the 
birth of his son shortly after the Battle of 
Kennesaw Mountain, near Marietta. He 
named his son for the mountain. Judge 
Landis, on his visits south, always insisted 
on going out to see “my mountain.” 


He rendered a real service to baseball 
and in his passing we have lost a national 
character and a man of positive force and 
integrity.

Col. McCormick 
. Calls for GOP Reform 


It is a pleasure to be in entire agreement with 
Robert McCormick, publisher of the Chicago 
Tribune. Said the colonel, in a published in- 


terview last week: 
“Dewey was a very weak nominee. 


“That is not shown by Dewey being defeated, but by the fact 
that he ran behind practically every other Republican candidate who 
was elected and when they were defeated he was defeated by a 
larger majority.” 

Saying that there never had been but one Republican nominee 
from New York elected President—Theodore Roosevelt—Col. Mc- 
Cormick continued: 


“The Republican party must be rescued from the domination of 
tHe big New York banks and the corporation heads whose interests 
are as much adverse as they are in parallel with the rest of the 
country. The west, which created the Republican party, must re- 
gain control of it and then it can come back to power.” 


This completely accurate statement as to the condition of the 
Republican party, reveals Col. McCormick to the people in a light 
which is to most of them, new. The colonel always has been a 
fighter and while he may have, as his critics say, “a foul in either 
glove,” he is a fighter who asks no quarter and gives none, 


Known, generally, as a wealthy recluse in the ivory tower of 
the Tribune, devoted to the cause of isolationism, the Americans are 
few who know him as a fierce and unrelenting foe of New York's 
financial interest in political and other domestic affairs. of the 
nation, 

When he comes roaring out, as in this statement, against the 
influences, within the Republican party, “of New York banks” and 
the adverse influence of “corporation heads,” he is in.an old and 
familiar role even though it be not generally known. 

The colonel has shivered many a lance against these foes. 


Decentralization The colonel looks about him and he sees

He 
has it, I think, because he has the traditional feeling that out of the 
west must come the nation’s strength. And Chicago, to him, is 
“the west.” 

As I said, he is a fighter and he is by no means a “fancy Dan.” 
He is a slugger and his wind and condition are good. 


Pur e This being true, I would not be greatly surprised to 
C see him, perhaps without quite admitting it, swing 
away from the old-line Republican party and turn to the more lib- 
eral elements of it, most of these elements being in “the west.” 

He will have none of the Democratic party, and this recent 
analysis of the Republican set-up makes it crystal clear that he is 
finished with that party as it stands. Nothing, it seems to mé, 
stands in the way of his being one of those to take over the Re- 
publican party and remake it nearer to his heart’s desire but his 
position on international affairs. 

If, somehow, somewhere, he could find it in his heart and mind 
to see this country working with Russia and England, he could join 
with others who think as he does about the Republican party and 
winnow from it the “New York banks and corporate heads” who 
hold it and who act as if they have the divine right of kings within 
that party. 

Unless he can do this the theory of the divine right of the New 
York kings will continue. The leaven of strength in the west will 
continue to make its yeasty ferment within the party, but fail to

Plans for a Defeated Germany 


(Ralph Jones, whose column usually appears here, is ill.) 


On Friday Frederick Kuh reported from London that the 
American, British and Russian governments have signed an agree- 
ment setting up the machinery for military control of Germany, 
following the capitulation of the Reich. The two most important 
things in the agreement are that, first, it provides a joint mili- 
tary authority for all occupation zones, and, second, that “contrary 
to previous expectations,” present intentions look toward — the 
emergence “at a fairly early stage” of a German central authority. 

These represent a long step forward, not only for a solution of 
the German problem, but for a satisfactory continuance of inter- 
Allied relations. 

Only a few weeks ago there was every indication that Germany 
would be divided into three or four zones, for completely separate 
occupation and administration by the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, the Soviet Union, and probably France. Each zone was to 
be under a high commissioner, responsible only to his own govern- 
ment. Readers of this column may recall the alarmed criticism 
which we leveled at this arrangement. It amounted to ,dismem- 
berment, and was bound to lead to a clash in policies, with the 
possibility of one ally being played off against another by German 
groups. 

If we are talking of a world organization for security and peace, 
it is obvious that its first function should be to take over the 
policing of Germany as a combined operation, excluding the pos- 
sibility of three or four conflicting policies. 

It would also seem obvious that it has been difficult to agree 
on a common policy, otherwise it would have been reached long 
ago. Many trial balloons were sent up from various sources, among 
them the ill-conceived and ill-fated Morgenthau plan, which seems 
to have been the turning point toward greater reason. 


FDR’s Polic The President’s foreign policy speech indicated 

Y the outlines of the policy which seems to have 
prevailed: Complete and permanent disarmament; punishment of 
those “directly responsible for this agony of mankind;” a hint of 
reparations in the suggestion that the “Germans will have to earn 
their way back into the fellowship of law-abiding and peace-loving 
nations,” and the offer of a hope that this could eventually be pos- 
sible, combined with the absolute repudiation of any racial theory 
about the Germans as a people. 

Since the President’s speech there have been numerous other 
straws to show which way the wind was blowing. The most au- 
thoritative was contained in the speech of Stalin on November 6, 
the eve of the 27th anniversary of the Russian revolution, and the 
eve of our elections. It was the most positive, statement yet made 
by Stalin for continuous and loyal collaboration between the Al- 
lies, and Stalin explained that the greatest explanation of German 
failure is their race theory, which made it impossible for them to 
win over the nations they defeated, and that the Soviet Union does 
not intend to repeat this Nazi mistake. It was in this speech that 
Stalin quoted the Russian proverb, “We do not hate the wolf be- 
cause his fur is gray but because he eats our sheep.” 

This was taken up by Ilya Ehrenburg, who has conducted both 
the most brilliant and the most vitriolic press campaign against the 
Germans, and in what he now writes a new tone is to be observed, 
which specifically rejects vengeance, and especially denounces the 
idea of punishing the children for the sins of their fathers. 

° ; further premonition of what is now revealed 
Benes Article he given a week ago Sunday in an article 
by Eduard Benes which appeared in the New York Sunday Times. 
In it Dr. Benes stated that two or three years after occupation 
there would be a liberal German government. He warned against 
too much confidence, but accepted it as a necessity. He also 
stressed that he is not, under all conditions, anti-German per se—a 
noteworthy statement from this Czech statesman, at the climax of 
this war. 

Yet this development has been foreseen by this column, at times 
when it was unpopular to advocate it. Yet it seemed certain that 
as the Allies approached the time when they would have to put plans 
into operation, many of those advanced would prove impossible, 
and at least those men charged to carry them out would realize 
the nihilism bound to result from them. 

There is not going to be a “soft” peace for Germany—and that, 
as this column has pointed out many times, has never been the 
issue. The issue has been a peace that would hold the Allies to- 
gether and offer at least the hope of a new, peaceful, co-operative 
Germany, as early as we can get it. If this should prove impossible, 
it would be extremely unfortunate not only for Germany, but for 
the world. For eventually we must bring the whole world to a 
common understanding of what is and is not permissible on this 
ever-shrinking globe. 

Up to now, however, we have grossly neglected the means by 
which this might be brought about. These must be explored—but 
that is another column.

As you doubtless know, the su- 
preme court some years ago ruled 
that aliens cannot become citizens 
unless they declare their willing- 
ness to bear arms in defense of 
the country. That seemed a rea- 
sonable decision and was generally 
approved. 

But the selective service act of 
1940 required resident aliens with- 
in a certain age group to register 
for military service, and two years 
later an amendment provided a 
fair way to deal with aliens who 
were honest conscientious objec- 
tors. 

Those who were inducted, 
classed 1-A-O, were required to 
take the soldier’s oath to “bear 
true faith and allegiance to the 
United States of America” and “to 
serve them honestly and faithfully 
against all other enemies whomso- 
ever.” They were given basic 
training, and in all other respects 
were treated like other soldiers. 
They differed from the others only 
in this, that they were not re- 
quired to do combat duty. 

Most of them were assigned to 
the Medical Corps, and thus were 
automatically relieved from com- 
bat service, for the Geneva Con- 
vention forbids medical men to 
bear arms or take part in combat. 

The new law also got around 
the established rules concerning | 


become citizens without the usual 
declaration of intention; without a 
required period of residence; with- 
out ability to speak English; re- 
gardless of illiteracy, and without 
fee or cost. In short, if he is good 
enough to fight for the country, he 
is good enough to be a part of it. 

There remained only the ques-_ 
tion of whether this would apply 
to conscientious objectors. 

This point was settled when two 
young English subjects serving in 
the Medical Corps applied for citi- 
zenship. They had asked for non- 
combat service on grounds of con- 
science because their church 
creeds required it. 

The* Immigration Service op- 
posed their application and took 
the matter into court. 

The federal judge who decided 
in favor of the applicants said in 
effect: ‘These men have taken the 
soldier’s oath and are willing to 
take the oath of allegiance. They 
are wearing the uniform and serv- 
ing the nation, and that is all the 
law requires of them. In the Medi- 
cal Corps they coukin’t bear arms 
even if they wished.” 

Then he did a real service to 
justice by adding that men of the 
Medical Corps are ag brave as 
combat soldiers and are exposed 
to as much danger. 

The truth is that the “medics,” 
forgotten men of this war, must 
often be braver and more selif- 
sacrificing than fighting men, for 
they expose themselves more and 
cannot protect themselves. If they 
cannot wear eombat medals, they 
should be given some decoration 
that would recognize their great 
valor.

Should Congressional 
Salaries Be Raised? 


WASHINGTON.—After deducting federal and 

Hi state income taxes members of congress, who 
Bes receive a base pay of $10,000 annually, finish up 
with a net income of around $7,000. Oftentimes it is less. 


The same is true of members of the federal judiciary. United 
States district judges are given the same base pay as members of 
congress. 


No one can deny that this is a scale of pay far lower than the 
standard that should be set for these important offices. 


The group of men who write and interpret the laws on which 
the political and economic foundations of the nation rest are paid 
no more than a second class executive of a minor business organ- 
ization commands. 

Their pay seems entirely out of keepigg with the importance of 
the work they do. 

Moreover, aS regards members of congress, they are put to the 
added expense of running for re-election every two years. In two- 
party states outside of the south, this often means financing not only 
a primary campaign, wherein they seek renomination, but the gen- 
eral election campaign as well. 
| No member of congress has ever been known to get rich off his 
salary. Even if he succeeds for a number of years in gaining re 
election without opposition, the expense of maintaining himself in 
Washington is so great that little is left. Often it is necessary to 
maintain two- residences, one at the capital and the other back 
home. If he fails to do the latter, he is accused of losing touch 
with his constituents and an invitation is offered for someone to 
oppose him on this score, 

For these reasons movements have come forward in congress 
intermittently over the years for raising congressional salaries. 
They have been raised, in fact, at least twice in the past. Originally 
the pay of congressmen and senators was $5,000, later to be boosted 
to $7,500 and now to the $10,000 level. | 


But the movements have usually died a-borning, chiefly for the 
reason that congress has backed away from voting itself any bene- 
fits. The temptation is too great for political opponents to make 
capital of the issue, 

Because of the pressure of the times, arising from increased 
living costs brought on by the war, another movement to boost 
congressional salaries is forming beneath the surface. Efforts are 
being made to give it a bipartisan aspect by having leaders of both 
parties consider the subject. 

It will probably fail, however, for the same reasons that have 
defeated other efforts of the kind in the recent past. In the final 
showdown, congress, which is usually generous in voting 
funds for other purposes, will likely be timid about appropriating 
money for its own needs. 

Hence, there seems to be an opportunity for public-spirited civie 
organizations of the country ta take the lead in promoting some 
thing that congress cannot well promote itself. If the initiative 
comes from the outside and there is enough evidence of public 
support, then congress might well act in its own behalf. 

It 1s possible that the matter could be brought to the President's 
attention in such a way that he himself would recommend it to 
the congress. 

The country has a vital stake in the matter, because whether 
it realizes it or not, the country gets just what it pays for in the 
matter of its public officials. By boosting the salaries of its con- 
gressmen and judges the country should command a higher caliber 
of men for these offices. On the whole it may be said that today 
we are getting more than we are paying for. 

Some congressmen. and senators are undoubtedly not worth 
their pay. They probably would be out of place in our national 
legislative halls at any price. But the rank and file of them are 
something better than mere $7,000-a-year men.

Making Democracy 


Work 


a Real Job 


WASHINGTON—A basic project in which lots 
of persons have interested themselves and in which 
a lot more should become interested—including the 
people themselves—is that of making Democracy work, 
It is a continuing problem, for Democracy is constantly under test. 
It involves two aspects which head up here in Washington. 


One is the growing bureaucracy 
which was stressed so heavily in 
the political campaign. There has 
been much agitation since then 
for a remedy—for reorganization 
and consolidation of the manifold 
agencies which have been piled 
one on top of another, and one 
beside another, some relating to 
the same general function. The 
will, of the people often gets lost 
in this tangled forest. 

Another phase of this general 
efficiency problem is disclosed in 
the oft-repeated suggestion that 
President Roosevelt do a little re- 
organizing, and a little weeding 
out. in his cabinet which presides 
ever this tangle. Nothing has been 
done about this yet, though there 
is always hope. 

But something is being done 
ebout the second aspect of the 
general problem of making Democ- 
racy work, which is to modernize. 
congress so that it can perform 
properly its function. Congress is 
st a disadvantage in dealing with 
the bureaucracy. 

It lacks sufficient expert staff 
to inform itself so that it can 
check on the multjfold government 
agencies to see whether it is get- 
ting the whole story about what 
they dre doing, and how they are 
spending the money it appropri- 
ates for them. In the past, par- 
ticularly in recent New Deal and 


War years, congress perhaps has 
granted special agencies too broad | 
powers and too wide discretion, | 
and its lack of facilities to check 
up is very apparent. 
Then, too, congress has some. 
practices which have come down 
through the years and it has gath- 
ered some encrustations of tradi- 
tion that hamper it. There is, for 
example, the seniority rule which 
often permits incapable men to 
succeed to committee chairman- 
ships and positions of leadership 
merely by sitting still and waiting 
for old man time to boost them to 
the top. It is this rule which 
gives the south such a grip on 


| 


congress, often to its detriment. 


for there it is easiest for members 
to get elected and re-elected under 
the one-party system. 


Another practice is the creation 
of additional committees with 
overlapping functioAfs. This al- 
ways gives an enterprising fellow 
a chance to me committee 
chairman, with the prestige and 
newspaper space which that af- 
fords. A pruning and merging op- 
eration is needed here. 


It is hard to break into these 
special prerogatives for the ob- 
vious human reasons. 

Hope for doing something about 
congress is offered in a resolution 
which already has passed the sen- 
ate and which is to be taken up 
Wednesday before the House Rules 
Committee, which gives such mat- 
ters clearance. 

This resolution, sponsored by 
Rep. Monroney, Democrat, Okla- 
homa, one of the abler young 
house members, provides for a 


study by a special committee into 


all these matters—additional ex- 
pert help for committees, consol- 
idation of committees, the senior- 
ity rule, and the like. 

If this resolution is reported out 
promptly and passed by the — 
this session the new congress 
could make an investigation and 
draft a reform program. 

There is only one hitch, This is 
another bill, sponsored by Rep.. 
Smith, Democrat, Virginia, a mem- 
ber of the rules committee, which 
embodies a reform program of like 
import. It provides for a joint 
legislative staff for congress, a 
special committee of the Appro- 
priations Committee with an ex- 
pert staff to check executive ex- 
penditures, and a joint committee 
on procedures or executive agen- 
cies. The latter would make per- 
manent a similar special commit- 
tee of congress now headed by 
Rep. Smith. Rep. Voorhis, Demo- 
crat, California, has an almost 
identical bill. 

The disadvantage here is that 
the Smith bill has not even started 
in congress, and it would have to 
pass both houses at this session 
to become effective any time soon, 
which is regarded as unlikely, But 
the Monroney resolution needs 
only to pass the house to lay the 
groundwork for  thoroughgoing 
reforms far more extensive than 
those proposed in,the Smith meas- 
ure, . 
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the 12 preceding years. 

In his hands lies the opportu- 
nity to consolidaté the liberal 
gains made in the past, to re-es- 
tablish faith in the hearts of many 
good and honest citizens where 
faith has sickened and died. He, 
more than any other man, has the 
power to heal much of the bitter- 
ness that has come about during 
the past 12 years by the division 
of the people into classes, by the 
over-emphasis upon racial differ- 
ences which cannot be healed or 
assuaged by executive decree or 
even by passing laws. He can re- 
store faith in government by mak- 
ing government efficient and 
soundly economical, through dis- 
missing the many incompetent and 
prejudiced men and women, with 
whom he has surrounded himself 
in the past and by replacing them 
by men who not only are capable 
but are free from the smallness, 
the fanaticism and pig-headedness 
that has corrupted so much of his 
administration. 

He has promised at some time 

or other all of these things but 
even his most ardent supporters 
cannot say with truth or Eaaaty, 
that he has always kept or even 
made an effort to keep his prom- 
ses. 
It is extremely unlikely that 
Mr. Roosevelt will want to run for 
a fifth term or that, physically, he 
would be capable of doing so. Mr. 
Roosevelt, more than any other 
president in our history, has been 
conscious, even self-conscious, 
about his place in history. With 
these elements in mind, it would 
seem that Mr. Roosevelt, in the 
next four years, will concern him- 
self with consolidating his place 
in history as a statesman and a 
leader, rather than that of a poli- 
tician with an inordinate taste for 
power. In the next four years he 
has an opportunity such as no 
president has ever had, of putting 
aside political tricks, the technique 
of political promises and the oc- 
casional outbursts of vindictive- 
ness toward classes, groups and 
individuals which have so often 
marred his record in the past. For 
none of these things is there long- 
er any need and none of them are 
the trappings of greatness or lead- 
ership. 

Never had any man so great 
an opportunity for leadership and 
statesmanship. His people are con- 
fused by the issues not only at 
home but abroad, They are di- 
vided by many factors, economic, 
idealogical, social and _ racial. 
They are burdened by taxes and 
weighed down by growing debt. 
Many of them, even in boom pros- 

erity, are ill off and poorly fed. 
any, even in times of prosper- 
ity, have lost initiative and inde- 
pendence and even dignity, and 
are content to let the government 


care for them. And all of this in| 


a nation whose resources are still 
vast, where individual opportunity 
is still great, a nation where a 
new race of pioneers is needed, set 
upon conserving, consolidating and 
developing wi intelligence and 
more than haphazard planning, 
the great riches which remain to 
tis, a common heritage of all Amer- 


icans, no of one class or group or 


another. . 

The record of the next four 
years will determine Mr. Roose- 
velt’s place in history, whether 
he is to wm down as a great and 
human leader, large and magnani- 
nous in spirit, sacrificing personal 
friendships and spites for the good 
of the nation, concerned with good 
administration, or whether he will 
go’ down as‘ an adroit politician 
whom luck has always favored, 
even in his campaign for a fourth 
term, practicing dodges, for the 
sake of powér, which are un- 
worthy of him. At the moment 
the record is hazy and confused, 
compounded of greatness send 
smallness, of wisdom and of mere 
trickery, of a genuine feeling for 
the people and of setting class 
against class for political advan- 
tage. 

He has a great opportunity and 
a great responsibility. Largely 
speaking the nation is behind him, 
looking eagerly for greatness and 
for leadership. Few men ever had 
so great an opportunity. It is up 
to Mr. Roosevelt. No one can fix 
his place in history. but himself. 

George Washington earned the 
title of The Father of His Coun- 
try because at a time not one 
whit more crucial in its ‘istory, 
he magniminously chose to mani- 
fest patience and the great quan- 
tities of leadership. The same ap- 
nortunitv lies ahead of President 
Roosevelt. There is no longer any 
need for him to play political 
tricks. If he doe« s6, it will be 
hecause it is no loneer a means 
tcward the accomplishment ‘of 
creater ends but because of some 
smallness that is a part of his 
character.

“We know that the Trojan-Vol- 
unteer game, matching two .wnde- 
feated conference championship 
teams, is the outstanding attrac- 
tion of the national football calen- 
dar for January 1, 1945.” 

Tennessee appeared in the Rose 
Bowl on January 1, 1940, as an 
undefeated team and lost to USC, 
14-0. This year’s team has won 
seven of its eight games, tying 
with Alabama, 0-0. 

The Trojans became the western 
nominee for the Rose Bowl by 
battering their cross-town rivals, 
the University of California at Los 
Angeles Bruins, to a 40-13 defeat 
yesterday. 

Eddy said Ohio State also was 
considered for the Rose Bow! in- 
vitation but that no invitation was 
sent “because Ohio State was not 
in a postion to receive an invita- 
tion.

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State Cigaret Sale 
Promises Little Relief 


igarets, which today reportedly are bringing fancy prices on the 


black market, may rise to new premiums legally when the state 
revenue department holds a public auction a few days before Christ- 
mas 


And a smoke-hungry public 
either is reluctant to report deal- 
ers’ price violations to the OPA, 
or Georgia is virtually free of a 
black market on cigarets. 

These developments in the cig- 
aret situation appeared as the re- 
gional OPA office reported only 
10 persons in 34 Georgia counties 
had complained of price violations, 
and the state revenue department 
made plans to auction 846 cartons 
of confiscated cigarets Dec. 21. 
The latter cigarets were confis- 
cated for nonpayment of Georgia 
taxes. 

Eagerly anticipating a pre- 
Christmas picnic, the average 
smoker may be disappointed when 
he finds himself bidding against 
hundreds of individual and tobac- 
co retailers at the state auction 
where it seems the “sky will be 
the limit” on prices. 

NO PRICE LIMIT 

Asked if the auction would limit 
bids to ceiling prices, State Reve- 
nue Commissioner J. Eugene Cook 
said that Georgia law requires 
that confiscated products be sold 
to the highest bidders. At a re- 
cent auction, cigarets sold at slight- 
ly above the ceiling. 

On state liquor auctions, OPA 
ceiling prices prevail, however. It 
is necessary for retail dealers. to 
draw straws for an opportunity to 
purchase confiscated liquors, since 
all submit ceiling price bids. The 
department cuts the liquor into 
small lots in an effdrt to sell some 
to every bidder. 

This same plan probably wotild 
have to be adopted on the sales 
of cigarets, if the OPA ruled ceil- 
ing prices had to be observed.

Regional enforcement officials 
said several alleged cigaret ceil- 
ing price violators are under in- 
vestigation. However, George D. 
Patterson, regional enforcement 
attorney, pointed out that the pub- 
lic continues to appear reluctant 
in reporting overcharges for the 
scarce weed. The OPA, he said, 
can initiate no check save on ap- 
peal from the consumer. Without 
greater public co-operation, the 
attorney said, the OPA is at a 
Singular disadvantage in tracking 
down the alleged cigaret black 
market. 

State revenue agents have found 
indications that “something is 
wrong with the distribution of 
cigarets,” but distribution and 
prices are not’ in their field. Ex- 
pecting to find unstamped cigarets, 
the agents recently raided stores 
on the outskirts of a Georgia town. 
While downtown store counters 
were bare, these stores had many 
cartons of cigarets. All were tax 
stamped, however. 

PRICES SAID HIGH 

Rumors of high prices for cig- 
arets included one of a civilian 
seeking a carton of cigarets to 
send to his son in the armed forces, 
which reportedly also are having 
a tobacco shortage. He gave an 
emissary a quart of liquor in ap- 
preciation of his services in find- 

the cigarets. 

eanwhile, the tobacco branch 
of the War Food Administration 
and the U. S. Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, in a fact-finding survey, 
disclosed the following informa- 
tion: 

During the first seven months 
of 1944, 192 billion (or 9:6 billion 
packs of 20) cigarets were with- 
drawn from factories and sea store 
warehouses in the United States. 
This compares with the 15.4 bil- 
lion packs of 20 withdrawn in all 
of 1943. 

CIGARET DATA 

Civilians and soldiers in the 
nation accounted for 6.94 billion 
packs of 20 and the remainder, 
2.66 billion packs of 20, went 
overseas, 

If the production rate for the 
first six months of this year is 
maintained through December, 
the annual rate will be about 329 
billion (or 16.45 billion packs of 
20), an increase of 20.2 billion 
cigarets over 1943's total, 

Cigarets now being withdrawn 
were produced from tobacco 
raised in 1941 and 1942, when 
there were short crops. However, 
the report noted that the current 
shortage cannot be attributed to 
a lack of raw materials since 
withdrawals are ahead of any year 

rior to last year. Some 1943 to- 

co is being used due to the 
tight situation. 

Production of burley and flue- 
cured tobaccos, which comprise 
about 85 per. cent of the cigaret 
tobacco stocks, is considerably bet- 
ter this year and was substantially 
improved in 1943 over the two 
previous years, WFA said.

Weisweiler, 13 miles inside the 
Reich and 26 miles west of Cologne 
on the Rhine, fell to the Ameri- 
can infantry after three days of 
mauling, house-to-house combat. 

Even béfore its fall one armored 
task force by-passed it in wheeling 
around to the south and cutting 
the highway leading seven miles 
east to Duren 

The important height nearest to 
Duren is just north of Grosshau, 
five miles southwest of the Roer 
bastion, and to reach it the dough- 
boys had to fight across terrain 
where the Gormans had fortified 
every house and connected them 
with trenches which were im- 
proved versions of those in the 
first World War. 

Two miles south of Grosshau, 
the town of Hurtgen was being 
plastered with artillery fire. Here 
the infantry had broken out of the 


forest, but to the east were more 
woods before the Americans reach 
the plain. 

A Berlin military commentator 
declared that never before had the 
Americans ‘concentrated such 


strong forces in the Aachen sec- 


tor.” He said they were assault- 


ing a narrow front with five di- 


visions. \ 

Perhaps none of the‘day’s gains 
was more important nor hard-won 
fhan those on the First Army 
front, where Hodges’ doughboys 
hammered deeper into the enemy’s 
Roer river line with advances of 
up to a half mile against stoutly 
held positions. 

STOUT BARRIERS REMAIN 

The First Army staff officer de- 
clared that despite the bitterness 
of the fighting, the great battle of 
the Rhine had yet to be fought. 
The Germans were believed hold- 
ing back reserves somewhere west 
of the Rhine ready to be flung into 
the struggle. 

And still before the doughboys 
are the formidable field fortifica- 
tions which have made progress 
costly since they first broke into 
Germany. 

The type of trench system which 
the Americans encountered before 
Grosshau extends all the way back 
to Duren. 

When the doughboys break out 
of Hurtgen forest and drive into 
more maneuverable country where 
tanks will be able to give them 
close support, the Germans may 
choose to commit the bulk of their 
armor and the great battle for the 
Rhine will be joined. 

Censorship permitted disclosure 
that the. First and Fourth Infan- 
try Divisions were waging the bat- 
tle of Hurtgen forest. 

It also was disclosed that Maj. 
Gen. Terry Allen, who led the 
First Infantry Division through 
North Africa and Sicily, had re- 
turned to the wars as commander 
of the 104th Infantry Division— 
the “Timberwolves”’—and that his 
troops were the first to enter 
Eschweiler.

Through dense clouds stained 
with exploding flak from hundreds 
of ground guns, American pilots 
engaged the Germans in tempera- 
tures ranging from 40 to 50 de 
grees below zero. 
NINTH ATTACK 


Today’s attack was the ninth on 
the Misburg refinery, which lies 
15 miles east of Hannover and has 
a yearly production of 220,000 
tons. It followed up yesterday’s 
raid by 2,000 American planes on 
the Leuna works at Merseburg, 
one of Germany’s largest synthetic 
oil plants. Only a dozen enemy 
fighters were encountered on the 
Merseburg mission. 

The Saturday attacks cost 12 
bombers and five fighters, a de 
layed communique disclosed. 

Other targets hammered today 
were a four-lane rail viaduct at 
Bielefeld and railyards at Hamm, 
15 miles farther northeast. The 
viaduct, a link between the Ruhr 
and central Germany, was at- 
tacked November 2, but reconnais- 
sance had shown traffic still mov- 
ing over it. 

56 LOCOMOTIVES SEIZED 


Nearly 4,300 Allied planes ripped 
at Nazi supply lines over the 
weekend, and the toll taken in- 
cluded at least 56 locomotives, 248 
oil cars and 40 motor vehicles de- 
stroyed or severely damaged. 

Two V-2 rocket launching sites 
in Holland were blasted by RAF 
“pinpoint” bombers today. One 
site was well camouflaged in a 
wood, but a Spitfire squadron 


planted bombs on it, then raked 
the woods with cannon and me 
chinegun fire. Cannon shells were 
observed bursting among tree-shel- 
tered equipment at the other 
launching platform. 

RAF aufighters meanwhile, 
struck at shipping off the Dutch 
and northwest German coasts. 

RAF Mosquitos overnight took 
advantage of moonlight to shoot 
up 20 trains in northern Holland 
and Germany. Two other groups 
of Mosquitos attacked Nurnberg, a 
rail junction for supplies to the 
front. Nurnberg was ablaze with 
lights when the Mosquitos arrived. 
The lights were snuffed out dur 
ing the attack, but came on again 
before it was over.

Reducing Diet 
Must Hold to 
1,000 Calories

“Try the junior department, 
their sizes will fit you perfectly.” 
Imagine the thrill that gave a 
young woman who for years had 
been wearing a size 22 1-2! Not 
even in her teens had anyone sug- 
gested she go into the junior de- 
partment, As far back as she could 
remember she had been chubby, 
then.buxom. Finally she weighed 
178 pounds and she igs just 4 feet 
10 inches tall. 

I take personal pride in telling 
you about this reducer. She’s a 
friend of mine. She is one of those 
lovable people with a wonderful 
disposition and a zest for living. 
She’s the kind of person whose 
friends would rather she didn’t 
lose a pound than to have her 
disposition change in the slightest. 

But one day, all of a sudden, 
her heart started to cause trou- 
ble. She went immediately to the 
doctor because she had never been 
ill. The doctor told her quite 
frankly that the whole trouble 
was her weight. She must take off 
50 pounds and never again let her 
weight exceed 120. 

As she tells it, her struggle for 
streamlines was really humorous. 
“Nobody in America loves to eat 
any better than I do. For the first 
three weeks on that diet, if any- 
one had stuck their finger at me, 
I'd shave bitten it I was so hun- 


Well, that gives a rough idea of 
the first few weeks! But she stay- 


ed with her 1,200-calorie diet .. .| 


and didn’t lose enough weight to 
be noticed, and informed the doc- 
tor she was “just-naturally fat.” 
He promptly dropped her calories 
to 900 a day. When I asked her 
what she missed most on this lim- 
ited calorie allowance she answer-. 
ed “food!” But she stayed with it 
and the scales began to drop and 
in six months she brought her 
weight down. from 178 solid 
pounds to a lovely 120. 

She worked out a system so she 
could have pie twice a week, all 
within the 900-calorie limit. She 
ate the protective foods and add- 
ed a vitamin concentrate to her 
menus to insure getting enough 
vitamins. On the days she had pie, 
she didn’t have bread. 

She exercised daily and slim- 
med six inches off the bust, six 
inches off the waist and six inches 
off the hips. As she expressed it, 
“Stretches, bends and swings help 
a lot, but the most reducing ex- 
ercise is to vigorously shake the 
head from right to left when 
gravy and dumplings and such are 
passed your way.” 

The overweights who are less 
than five feet tall have the hard- 
est time losing weight. It’s be- 
cause a greater proportion of their 
weight is in fatty tissue, which 
burns few calories, and their re- 
ducing menus must. be within 
1,000 calories a day. To help the 
short stocky girls, I'll outline a 
program tomorrow.

Jose Iturbi's recital at the municipal auditorium yesterday after- 
noon proved again that inspiration is an indispensable factor in the 
artist's approach, if he is to be heard at his best. 


To this commentator, who has 
been an ardent admirer of the pi- 
anist since his initial tour in 1929, 
yesterday’s concert fell far short 
of past performances. 


In the first group particularly, 
Iturbi seemed singularly detached 
and impersonal. True, “Sonata in 
F major’ by Mozart had its mo- 
ments of beauty, especially in the 
singing legato of the slow move- 
ment, in the delectable passage 
work and the grace and beauty of 
the ornamentation, but as a whole 
it lacked the finish and unman- 
nered charm’ characteristic of 
Iturbi’s Mozart. 


Two years ago we heard Iturbi 
give a stirring performance of Bee- 
thoven’s epic “Appassionata” - in 
Brooklyn, N. Y. It was played with 
an impassioned eloquence, a 
breadth of conception and an emo- 
tional intensity that brought the 
audience to its feet. We can only 
wish that the audience yesterday

Brahms’ stupendous “Variations 
on a Theme by Paganini” fared 
better. Rivalling Beethoven's 
famous Diabelli Variations in un- 
canny inventive ingenuity, they 
pose enormous technical problems
